The newly introduced limitation 
raises a new issue under 1 12, 1at paragraph for written description support. The specification does not support the breadth of scope for the 
tumor antigens meeting the claim limitations. The IDS of 10/1/09 includes a foreign language reference (JP 1 1-230966 ) that was not 
previously presented and Applicants have not provided a showing of good and sufficient reasons why the reference was not earlier 
presented.
